There are about 12 million acres of 
unappropriated federal land in Idaho, 
most of It under the control of the U.S. 
Bureau of Land Management. 

National forests, national partes, 
military, energy and some other types 
of federal land would not fall under 
thebiir. 

The measure also outlined pro- 
cedures through which the 
transferred land could be sold to 
private parties. Tbe Legislature 
would have to grant that power to the 
Idaho Land Board.

TTie policy, effective next Tuesday, 
docs allow for excessive days of absence, according to 
Kloss. 



Kloss noted in his report that some teachers have a 
number of students lacking motivation to finish assign- 
ments on time, Lack of concern by parents has been cited 
as a probable cause, Kloss said.

Outcry 

Controversy 
simmers over 
ski trail grooming

KETCHUM - An outcry over 
public sM trail grooming swept the 
Wood River Valley last week. 

The outcry has also raised much 
larger' Issues dealing with Forest 
Service management and gov- 
ernment competition with private 
enterprise. 

Problems started when Forwt 
Service personnel rwluccd the level of 
grooming on one cross-couuiry ski 
trail at Prairie Creek. Normal Forest 
Service grooming would have used 
machines lo compact the trail and to 
cut grooves for skis. Following a Jan. 
31 snowfall, Forest Service personnel 
of the Sawiooth National Recreation 
Area omlllod the grooves. 

Last Thursday's edition of the Idaho 
Mountain Express, a Kelchum 
weekly, contained letters and an 
article attributing the change In trail 
grooming to a complaint by Galena 
Lodge Touring Center operator Dan 
Hamilton. Hamilton, who said he did 
not make the initial complahit, 
charges $4 per day for the use of his 

groomed trallST"" 

The Express' wrote: "Dan 



"Hamilton, owner of Galena Lodge, 
has complained that the IS-kllomctcr 
trail system is compethig with the 
lodge's tracks ... In response to 
Hamilton's complaint the Forest 
Service-has-temporarily-stopped set- 
ting tracks at the site." 

The Express article sparked a peti- 
tion drive. According to petition orga- 
nizer BUI Wood, by Tuesday night 860 
people had signed the petition com- 
mending the Forest Service for doing 
a "fine Job . . . in malntahiing both 
summer hlking.and running trails as 
well as winter cross-country trails.''

City, county to argue airport zone

TWIN FALLS — Twin Falls city and 
counly offlctals will" restate - Iheir 
argumenta Thursday concerning who 
ihould administer zoning of the 
airport zone. 

EacIi wants Uie other side to hnvc 
tbal Job but it fs up to dly officials to 
reverse the trend. 

The Twio Falls Cbunty Planning 
and Zoning Board rejected tlic city's 
request last month to place tbc airport 
under county zoning Jurisdiction as 
part of revising the city's area of 
impact. 

The board is scheduled lo consider 
the entire area of Impact revision 
Eiackage at a public hearing begins at 
7:30 p.m. at the Twin Falls County 
Judicial Building. 

Clly officials acknowledge tbey face 
an uphill battle in reversing the 
board's decision. Both city and county 



officials have published notices of 
pubUc bearings on Jhe rertskia listing 
the airport zone as remaining within 
city zoning jurisdiction. Transferring 
control of the area to the county would 
be considered a major change la that 
revision, requiring yet another round 
of public hearlDgB for both 
authorities. 

But city oHicials believe the poten- 
tial delay justified. Qty Manager 
- Tom Courtney said be believes resi- 
dents of the 3,20(>-aae airport area 
would be better served by excluding 
the zone from the area of impact. 

City officials argue most of the land 
within the zone continues to come 
under county zoning jurisdiction re- 
gardless of whether It is plac«l In the 
city's area of Impact.

Headed by John Rullcdge. a 
32-year-old fiscal whli-kld, Claremont 
has tjecome a policy formulator for 
Reagan and David Stockman, his 
budget-slashing director of the Office 
of Management and Budget. 

From the outset, It has worked for 
Reagan without pay. Now it also Is 
trying to work with as little publicity

that supposedly eliminates con- 
tradictions between "supply side" 
and "monetarist" economics. 

The "supply-siders" favor tax cuts 
that, while thcorellcally stimulating 
investment, also can make available 
more money to spend. The 
"monetarists" traditionally have 
seen "extra" money as Inflationary, 
preferring to devise belter ways to 
control it as a harness on inflation. 

Rullcdge and many of his 
employees have been working for 
weeks in the Old Executive Office 
Building for Stockman, casting their 
theories into terms that can be turned 
into government policy, budget cuts 
and, they hope, eventual victory over 
inflalion.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Forest 
Service officials said Tuesday they 
are conceracd about a develc^raent 
that is becoming a modem alternative 
ttf moonshine stUIs — secret cultiva- 
tion of marijuana in remote areas of 
national forests. 

Ilangers are learning to identify 
tTCirljuana plants, which have been 
di^vcred la Uny plots and In fields of 
several acres, even irrigated with 
systems of plastic pipe, reservoirs 
and pumps. 

"Like old-time moonshiners, the 
people who till the plant do their work 
unseen in hard-to-reach places," the 
Forest Service said. 

Officials did not estimate the 
amount of marijuana grown in remote 
areas of 190 million acres of national 
forests. 

~But one official Is certaln the planl" 
is cultivated In all 17 national forests 
Lnnolher belleves- 



marijuana is grown In every national 
forest in the South. It is also a problem 
In the Pacific Northwest. 

The Forest Service wants to get rid 
of marijuana fields, not only because 
of the illegality involved but also 
because of concerns about safety of 
visitors and Forest Service 
employees. 

Some fields worth a great deal of 
money are protected by armed 
guards, who resist Interference from 
legitimate interests like camping, 
animal grazing and timber cutting. 

Officials said there has been van- 
dalism of logging equipment, Intimi- 
dation ot hiJcers and campers, and 
threats against lives of Forest Service 
employees. 

Bill Dcrr, director of law enforce- 
m^nl_ fcr^the jservlce's ^Pacific 
Southwesfre^dn, said;'"It's riot In-' 
conceivable to me that more overt 
-violencereven-munlerrmlght-bo- re- 



sorted to in order to protect multi- 
million dollar investments In mari- 
juana farming." 

He said a federal, state and local 
raid In the Six Rivers National Forest 
resulted In confiscation of 800 plants 
of California sinscmiila, a marijuana 
species valued up to 11,000 per plant .

Sadat also called for keeping the old 
city of Jenisalem. captured by the 
Israelis In 1967, "open to all 
believers."
